WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The 
first full-blown investigation of

The vanished report, the Post- 


Dispatch learned, is a compilation | 


of six special sectional reports on 


“Communist Front” organizations | 


with special reference to the Na- 
tional Citizens Political Action 
Committee, and it includes also, 
as a seventh and last section, an 
index of 22,000 names and 1700 
organizations. The whole works 
is entitled “Appendix Nine” in the 
old Dies Committee records, and

The State 
cannot, nor can any State, tax the 
principal or interest of war bonds. 
Only the Federal Government can 
collect taxes on the income from 


‘war bonds.”

The tabloid newspaper, which 
was mailed to virtually every rur- 
al box and postoffice box holder 
in the State at a cost of more than 
$6000, stated in a front-page story: 

“If you happen to nejoy a little 
income from bank savings, war 
bonds or deeds of trust you will 
| have to pay three different taxes 
‘on that income, First you'll pay 
Federal income tax, then a State 


income tax, and, if the proposed 
constitution is adopted, the State 
of Missouri will collect an intang- 
ible property tax.” 

Under Secretary of the Treasury 
Daniel W. Bell asked Chester C. 
Davis, president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis, to 
transmit the following telegram to 
the Association Against the Pro- 
posed Constitution in Jefferson 
City: 

“I have been informed that a 
pamphlet has been issued by the 
Voice of the People, published by 
you, and has been or is in the 
process of being distributed wide- 
ly throughout the State of Mis- 
souri. It is reported that this 
pamphlet states that if the pro- 
posed State Constitution is adopt- 
ed, income from war bonds will be 
subject to three taxes, a Federal 
income tax, a State income tax 
and an intangible property tax on 
income. 

“War bonds, like all other Fed- 
eral securities issued under the 
Second Liberty Bond Act since 
March 1, 1941, are subject to a 
State, inheritance, gift or other ex- 
cise taxes, whether Federal or 
State, but are exempt from all tax-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).—_ 
The AFL and CIO said today they | 
would urge President Roosevelt to 
override the advice of War Labor 
Board public members against lift- 
ing present wage ceilings. 


Industry members of the board 
concurred in the recommendation 
that the Little Steel formula “must 
not be broken.” 

CIO President Philip Murray 
and the four active members and 
alternates representing the AFL 
on the board criticised the find- 
ing of the public members, empha- 
sizing they would carry their fight 
to crack the Little Steel wage 
formula direct to Mr, Roosevelt. 


Murray’s statement supplement- 
ed one by the CIO members of the 
board. He said a meeting of the 
CIO executive board would be 
called soon to shape its assault on 
the wage formula, and campaign 
to overhaul WLB policies,

644 Americans Killed, 
4168 Wounded—Drive 
on Airfield Renewed 
After Repulse of Jap 
Attacks. 


UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Guam, 
Feb, 23 (AP).—American Marines 
reached the summit of Mount Suri- 
bachi at the southern tip of Iwo 
today, and began a renewed drive 
on the central air field after re 
pulsing two Japanese counterat- 
tacks. 

The Stars and Stripes were 
raised over the volcanic Suribachi 
fortress 97 hours after the in- 
vasion began, and Marines with 


flame-throwers began cleaning out 
Japanese still clinging to the 
crater, 

Little progress was made else- 
where in the most costly fight in 
which Marines ever have engaged 
—a fight that cost 5372 American 
casualties, including 644 killed, in 
™ Bis 58 hours.

| be forces on the western side of 
the island from the rear last night.

Carrier aircraft sweeping over 
the Bonin Islands in protective 
sweeps to eliminate repeated ene- 
my attacks on American shipping 
assembled off Iwo shot down three 
Japanese planes.

Nimitz’s announcement said they 
reached the rim on the north, 
east and west sides of crater, in- 
dicating that the Japanese were 
pushed into the south area, over- 
looking the ocean.

AMERICAN LOSSES 55,424 
IN BATTLE OF ARDENNES 


Patterson Terms German Break- 
through Costliest Engagement 
in Our History. 
CLEVELAND, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
Under Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson yesterday described the 
Battle of the Ardennes, where 
the German breakthrough was 
stemmed, as the “costliest engage- 

ment in American history.” 

“Between Dec. 16 and Jan. 11,” 
he said, “we had sustained 55,424 
casualties, which included 37,005 
killed and wounded, and 18,416 
prisoners of war. Our casualties 
were more than 2000 a day.” 

Any complacency about the war | 
“either in Europe or in the Pa- 
cific” is stupid, dangerous and im- 
moral,” Patterson said at a lunch- 
eon sponsored by the Cleveland 
Advertising Club to honor Med- 
ical Wacs, Army and Navy nurses 
and the Red Cross. 


$17,000 for Income Tax Tip.

TURKS DECLARE 
WAR ON AXIS. JOIN 
UNITED NATIONS 


Assembly Acts to Qualify 
Nation for Seat at San 


Francisco World Secu- 
rity Conference. 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—An- 
kara announced today the Turkish 
National Assembly had _ voted 
unanimously to declare war on 
Germany and Japan as a result 
of a decision of the Big Three to 
qualify as “associated nations” all 
countries which take up arms 
against the Axis before March l. 

The assembly also voted unani- 
mously to adhere to the United 
Nations declaration, 

The disclosure that a declaration 
of war by Turkey was the price 
of a seat at the San Francisco 
conference on world security in 
April was made by the Turkish 
Foreign Minister. He told the as- 
sembly that the British Ambassa- 
dor on Feb. 20 had handed the 


ministry a memorandum in which 
Turkey was invited to the San 
Francisco conference if the dec- 
laration of war was adopted, 


The Turkish Government 
“reached the conclusion that ac- 
ceptance of Great Britain’s re 
quest to declare war would be en- 
tirely in keeping with our alliance 
and would serve the interests of 
the policy which we have unfal- 
teringly followed always, and of 
which we have established many 


Japs Trapped 
On Volcano Rim 
Leap to Death 


Choose Suicide as 
Marines Close In 
on Iwo Peak.

ABOARD ADM. TURNER'S 
EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 
FLAGSHIP OFF IWO, Volcano 
Islands, Feb. 23 (AP) (Via Navy 
Radio) — American marines 
watched Japanese soldiers fling 
themselves from the crater of 
Mount Suribachi yesterday as the 
invaders drew up the steep slopes 
of the dominating volcanic forma- 


tion on the southern tip of battle 
twisted Iwo Island. 

In contrast to the fierce resis- 
tance to the north, “a number” of 
enemy troops chose spectacular 
suicide to being hunted down in 
caves of the 566-foot volcano while 
others defiantly threw grenades at 
Marines moving into position to 
assault the isolated fortress of 
lava rock. (Adm, Nimitz has re- 
ported the capture of Mt. Suri- 
bachi.) 

There were no trails leading to 
the crater rim from which the 
Japanese jumped. Possibly the 
Japanese realized they had no 
choice except being killed or sur- 
render—and Japanese don’t sur- 
render to United States Marines. 
Or they may have been stunned 
or crazed by the incessant bom- 
bardment by naval warships and 
carrier planes which worked on 
gun positions around the crater 
and on the sides of Suribachi, 

Enemy planes succeeded in 
making their first raid last night. 
They came in the half twilight of 
the mist-shrouded sunset. In front

PARIS, Feb. 23 (AP).—Ger- 
man broadcasts said today that 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
had started his ‘‘grand-scale 
offensive’’ toward the Ruhr 
and Cologne, had bridged the 
Roer River at several places 
and advanced two miles east 
of the river in shattering 
power with tanks, artillery and 


infantry. 

Supreme headquarters main- 
tained silence on any new attack. 
The Germans said the big push 
had been preceded by a three- 
hour artillery barrage by “thou- 
sands of guns.” The enemy said 
the attack was on a 35-mile front 
all the way from Roermond to 
Dueren and was mounted by the 
American Ninth and First Armies. 

American bombers were out in 
force to continue their massive of- 
fensive in support of the Allied 
armies on both the eastern and 
western fronts, With today’s at- 
tacks probably 20,000 planes have 
been sent against the Germans in 
the last 11 days. Possibly 5000 
planes were attacking targets in 
Germany today in continuation of 
the offensive, 

The Germans said the main 
bridgeheads won in the new Allied 
drive were at these points: 

1, Birkendorf, a suburb of ruined

Whole Blood Flown Daily to Iwo 
Saving Lives of Many Wounded 


IWO, Volcano Islands, Feb. 23 
(AP) (via Navy Radio).—Large- 
scale administration of whole 
blood forwarded from the United 
States is saving lives in the bat- 
tle for Iwo, says Comdr, R. 8. Sil- 
vis, Fourth Marine Division sur- 
geon. 

“I know five men whose lives 
were definitely saved by the dif- 
ference between whole blood and 
plasma,” Dr. Silvis said yesterday. 
“There are scores of other cases 
where whole blood probably meant 
the difference between life and 
death. The number probably runs 
into the hundreds.”

Red Mrmy, declared last night the 
Soviet winter offensive had cost 
the Germans more than 1,150,000 
killed or captured and asserted 
“complete victory now is near.” 

The Moscow radio early today 
followed up the Stalin order with 
B German-language broadcast 
saying “the zero hour has struck” 
and added that “dissolution of the 
German Army in the east is in full 
swing.” 

“It is up to the German people 
in the army and factories to stop 
the war,” the broadcast said. 
“Peace will not be negotiated with 
the generals.” 

Stalin, in his broadcast order, 
said the Russians killed 800,000 
and captured 350,000 in driving 
the Nazis back on a 745-mile 
front “within 49 days of January 
and February, 1945.” This in- 
creased to at least 12,100,000 the 
casualties which the Russians say 
the Germans have suffered on the 
Eastern front in three and a half 
years of war, 

Stalin described the Soviet blows 
as complementary to the Allied 
western front war and said the 
first consequence of the mighty 
Red Army offensive was to 
thwart the “German winter of- 
fensive in the west which was 
aimed at the seizure of Belgium 
and Alsace.” This enabled the 
British and Americans, in turn, to 
launch attacks which linked their 
present offensive operations with 
those of the Russians, he said. 

Stalin added that the Soviet 
armies “together with the armies 
of our Allies are successfully com- 
pleting the rout of the German 
Fascist Army.” 

“Complete victory over the Ger- 
mans now is near,” he asserted. 
“But victory never comes of it- 
self. It is won in hard battles 
and by persistent labor. As the 
doomed enemy hurls his iast 
forces into action, hanging on des- 
perately to escape stern retribu- 
tion, he grasps and will grasp at 
the most extreme and base means 
of struggle. Therefore, bear in 
mind that the nearer our victory, 
the greater must be our vigilance 
and the heavier must be our 
blows at the enemy.” 

“In January of this year the 
Red Army brought down upon the 
enemy a blow of unparalleled 
force along the entire front from 
the Baltic to the Carpathians,” 
Stalin said. 

“On a stretch of 1200 kilome- 
ters (about 745 miles) it broke up 
the powerful defense of the Ger- 
mans which they had been build- 
ing for a number of years. In 
the course of the offensive, the 
Red Army, by skillful actions, 
hurled the enemy far back to the 
west. 

“In stiff fighting, Soviet t#oops 
have advanced from the frontiers 
of East Prussia to the lower 
reaches of the Vistula for 270 
kilometers (168.7 miles); from the 
Vistula bridgehead south of War- 
saw to the lower reaches of the 
Oder for 570 kilometers (356.2 
miles); from the Sandomierz 
bridgehead into the depths of Ger- 
man Silesia for 480 kilometers 
(200 miles).” 

Stalin noted that the Russians 
within 40 days in January and 
February hurled the Germans from 
300 towns, captured about 100 war 
plants “manufacturing tanks, air- 
craft,armaments and ammunition, 
occupied more than 2400 railway 
stations and seized a network of 
railways totaling 15,000 kilometers 
(about 9300 miles).” 

“Within this short period,” Sta- 
Jin said, “Germany lost more than 
250,000 officers and men in pris- 
oners of war and not less than 
800,000 killed. The Red Army de- 
stroyed or seized about 3000 Ger- 
man aircraft, more than 4500 tanks 
and self-propelled guns and not 
less than 12,000 guns. 

“The Red Army completely lib- 
erated Poland and a considerable 
part of the territory of Czecho- 
slovakia, occupied -Budapest and 
put. out of the war Germany’s last 
ally in Europe, Hungary. It cap- 
tured the greater part of East 
Prussia and German Silesia and 
battled its way into Brandenburg, 
into Pomerania and to the ap- 
proaches of Berlin. 

“Hitlerites boasted that for more 
than a century not a single enemy 
soldier had crossed Germany's bor- 
ders and that the German Army 
had fought and would fight only 
on foreign soil. 

“Now an end has been put to 
this German braggadocio. Our 
winter offensive proved that the 
Red Army finds more and more 
strength for the solution of ever 
more complex and difficult prob- 
lems, Its glorious soldiers have 
learved to batter and annihilate 
the ynemy by every rule of mod- 
ern Yailitary science.”

No invasion of the Pacific war 
has been so costly for the Amer- 
icans. On Tarawa, previously con- 
sidered the bloodiest fight of the 
war, Marine casualties slightly ex- 
ceeded 3000 for the 72 hours re- 
quired to kill every Japanese on 
the island. 

Nimitz’s latest communique 
added 276 American dead and 560 
missing to the previous toll, count- 
ed up to 5:45 p. m. Wednesday. 
The figure for the wounded was 
the same. The earlier count was 
more in the nature of a prelim- 
inary estimate. 

The northern battle line of the 
three United States Marine divi- 
sions fringed the southern end 
of the central airfield, which is 
on a plateau. This is where the

Ton of Explosives Per Jap. 


Warships and carrier planes, de- 
spite bad weather, kept adding to 
the more than 20,000 tons of ex- 
plosives which have been pumped 
into Iwo’s enemy garrison-——one 
ton for each of the 20,000 Japa- 
nese estimated to have been on 
the island’s eight square miles 
when the invasion opened Mon- 
day.

Beach Situation Improved. 


The most cheering note in to- 
day’s communique was the report 
that “conditions on the beaches 
were generally improved,” and “a 
substantial quantity of supplies 
were unloaded.” 

The beaches still were littered 
with the debris born of D-day 
when enemy artillery and mortars 
raked the American landing par-~ 
ties. : 

Marine combat correspondent 
Staff Sgt. David Dempsey wrote 
that a thick layer of debris ex- 
tended for two miles along the 
beacheg and “wrecked hulls of 
scores of boats testify to the 
price we paid to get our troops 
ashore ox this vital island.”

Hotel, City Hall Taken.

WITH ELEVENTH CORPS 
TROOPS ON CORREGIDOR, 
Feb. 22 (Delayed) (AP). — All 
Corregidor shuddered last night 
from a mighty blast set off by the 
desperate Japanese, 

Flames shot from three openings 
of tunnels which honeycomb the 


rock. A great chunk of Malinta 
hill’s solid rock south face was 
blasted loose. The resulting ava- 
lanche buried several American 
soldiers alive, injured others, and 


ripped out the road encircling the 
hill, 

Boulders showered the beach 
like giant hailstones, causing ad- 
ditional lesser injuries. Hundreds 
of stunned soldiers dashed wildly 
into the comparative safety of the 
bay. 

Hill “Shook Like a Tree.” 

“It was like a blast from 50 
flame-throwers,” said one officer. 
Another said Malinta hill “seemed 
to shake like an apple on a tree.” 
Some occupants of the bomb- 
wrecked concrete barracks a mile 
away feared the skeleton buildings 
would collapse around them, 

Men in foxholes atop Malinta 
said it felt like the hill was trying 
to jump from under them. 

Whether the Japanese were mo- 
tivated by a desire to destroy the 
Americans while they (Japanese) 


took refuge in the tunnels, or 
whether it was a grandiose sui- 
cidal plan, remained a mystery. 


(C. Yates McDaniel of the Asso- 
ciated Press reported yesterday 
that the Japanese had blown 
themselves up by setting off one 
of the main ammunition depots in 
the tunnel. Earlier dispatches 
had yeported that the entrances 
to the main tunnel had been 
d by American demolitions.) 
Col. George M. Jones of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., the American com- 
mander of Corregidor, said he be- 
lieved the concussion must have 
killed hundreds of Japanese. 
From 30 to 50 Japanese dashed 
from the entrance of the main 
tunnel behind the smoke of the 
explosion. The Americans above 
opened up with machine guns and 
grenades. Twenty-seven Japanese 
bodies were found outside the tun- 
nel this morning. The Americans 
made no attempt to enter the 
tunnel. 
Indications of Jap Suicide. 


Pfc. Bill Crawford of Winter, 
S. D., said he heard what seemed 
to be pistol shots in the tunnel 
after the charge. He believed the 
Japanese were committing suicide. 
Others corroborated the story. 

The explosion blew a gaping pit 
50 feet wide and 15 feet deep. Two 
men injured in the largest land- 
slide were buried-up to their necks 
and had to be dug out, 

The first American plane in 
three years landed atop “the rock” 
today. It was an _  obesrvation 
craft flown from Bataan by Lt. 
James R. Thomas, who had an 
Associated Press correspondent as 
a passenger.

ALLIED. PLANES BLASTING 


REICH HEAVILY FOR 11TH DAY 


1250 U.S. Heavy Bombers Blast at 20 Freight 


Yards and Other Transport Targets— 
Italy-Based Forces Also Active. 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP), — At 
least 20 freight yards and other 
rail targets were blasted today by 
1900 American planes continuing 
the gigantic offensive to knock 
out the German transport system 
that feeds both the eastern and 
western fronts. 

A force of more than 1250 Fly- 
ing Fortresses and Liberators and 
650 fighters followed the same pat- 
tern as yesterday's assault and 
spread out in small formations to 
smash at widespread targets from 
the relatively low altitudes of 6000 
to 12,000 feet, . 


There was every indication that 
this operation was only part of a 
free-for-all attack by all seven Al- 
lied air commands in this theater 
and Italy which probably were 
putting 5000 planes into the air 
following yesterday’s blow by 
7000 bombers and fighters. 

From Italy Fortresses and Lib- 
erators again carried out a giant 
assault today with attacks on rail 
lines near Vienna, Innsbruck, 
Klagenfurt and Villach. 

It was the eleventh day of ruin- 
ous attacks on Germany from both 
west and south in which 20,000 
planes probably have been thrown 
against the Reich in the last three 
days. ¥ 

RK. A, F. Hits Berlin at Night. 

More than 1100 aircraft from 
Italy joined in the attack yester- 
day, hitting 54 separate rail tar- 
gets in Germany, Austria and Italy, 
and the R. A. F. kept the offen- 
sive going last night with Mos- 
quito bombers hitting Berlin and 
other objectives. 

Eighth Air Force targets today 
were in a triangular area stretch- 
ing from Leipzig to south of 
Nuernberg. 

Among the first places identi- 
fied as targets were Crailsheim, 
Kitzingen, southeast of Wurzburg, 
Ansbach, Neumarket and Treucht- 
lingen, all junctions through which 
German troops and supplies pass 
on the way to the Russian front. 

10,000 Sorties Flown Yesterday. 

About 10,000 sorties were flown 
by dusk yesterday, probably ex- 
ceeding the size of the attacks 
when 13,000 sorties were flown in 
a full 24 hours on D-day. 

American, British and French 
tactical planes—light, medium and 
fighter bombers—based on the 
continent flew more than 3300 
sorties with some planes making 
two or three missions and racing 
up and down hundreds of miles of 
railroads. 

These tactical outfits reported 
the destruction of 290 locomotives, 
841 freight cars, 300 motor vehicles 
and 65 bridges. Rail tracks were 
cut temporarily at 279 places, at 
least. 

Allied losses, excluding those of 
the Fifteenth Air Force in Italy, 
totaled eight American heavy 
bombers, five American medium 
bombers, 21 light bombers and 40 
fighters. Losses among Italian- 
based planes were 23—an over-all 
of 97. 

The destruction of 50 locomo- 


tives and 50 cars was claimed by 
the Fifteenth Air Force, with al- 
most every rail line leading into 
and out of Munich hit. 

In all, about 100 enemy com- 
munications centers were attacked 
yesterday. Approximately 40,000 
airmen took part. Some 8000 tons 
of bombs were dropped. 

Allied air chiefs have had the 
operation up their sleeves for some 
time, and have only been waiting 
for a break in the weather to give 
the word. 

Each command was assigned a 
different sector of Germany to 
plow up a few specific targets 
chosen in advance. 


Carefully Planned Attack. 


The crews were briefed thor- 
oughly on everything in the way 
of railway junctions, bridges, tun- 
nels and canals in their areas and 
told to go after the best-looking 
targets when they got there. 

Following up attacks by 1400 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators on targets over a 38,000- 
square-mile area in central Ger- 
many, 1000 British heavy bombers 
attacked rails and viaducts at 
Bielfeld and Altenbeken, carrying 
the main tracks between Berlin 
and the Ruhr. The R. A. F. also 
attacked gasoline plants at Schol- 
ven and Osterfeld. 

Blows by Russian Planes. 

The Berlin radio said 2000 Rus- 
sian planes also had battered tar- 
gets along the eastern front, prin- 
cipally in East Prussia. 

One Eighth Air Force pilot, Lt. 
John Mitenbuler of Loraine, gave 
this vivid description: 

“The bombers’ were hitting 
bridges, freight yards, tunnels and 
transportation everywhere. There 
were sO many planes in the air 
you couldn’t move. Bombers and 
swarms of fighters were piled 
layer on layer. The country there 
will never stop bouncing. 

“Fires were burning everywhere 
as far as I could see. In one 


freight yard every time a salvo of 
bombs hit, big balls of flame 
would shoot up, sometimes higher 
than the planes themselves.” 


Lt, Lester O. Graham of Gal- 
latin, Mo., pilot of the Liberator 
Angel, said when bombs were 
-dropped,” tracks and all just 
jumped up in the air and then set- 
tled back in ruin, Our plane 
shook from concussion.” 


Instead of dropping their bombs 
from 20,000 feet or higher as usu- 
al, the Fortresses and Liberators 
swept over thelr targeta at about 
10,000 feet. Bomber gunners were 
so close to the ground they used 
their machine guns to shoot at 
railway cars and other objects,

Lindsley also reported that the 
Marines were puzzled by the al- 
most complete absence of Jap- 
anese tanks.

‘anese were saving them for later 
counteroffensives, 

Bad weather hampered the land- 
ing of supplies and shore-to-ship 
movements. A heavy surf tossed 
small boats about and many crews 
lost the way in the fog-like mist. 
On the beach, handling of sup- 
plies was difficult because our ve- 
hicles were unable to travel over 
the soft lava sands. Even the 
jeeps couldn’t make it. They had 
to be pulled out. 

Steel matting was installed as 
far as possible on the beach to 
facilitate the use of vehicles.

Marine Lt. Gen. Holland Smith 
told me there were clear indica- 
tions that “our fanatical enemy 
will fight to the bitter end” on 
Iwo. 


“It must not be forgotten that 
the Japs consider Iwo a part of 
their homeland,” he said.

The 
ground heaved, lights flickered, It 
seemed as though the _ concrete 
walls bulged. People scrambled 
about like frightened animals. 
Girls in a group of Ryassian lJa-)| 
borers began to sing mass. “Shut 
up,” somebody shouted, but the 
girls sang on, | 
Then came the next load of 
bombs—six or seven right above 
us and a string farther away. The} 
lights in the tunnel went out. We 
sat in musty darkness. Some 
pocket torches were lighted, but 
proved useless in the cloud of 
chalky dust which came welling 
through the tunnel. It penetrated 
eyes, mouth, nose and ears. 
People Kneel, Pray on Tracks, 
People kneeled on the asphalt 
and gravel of the railway tracks 
and prayed, 
After the ear-shattering expi. 
sions there came complete silence. 
Air pressure had increased in 
ithe tunnel, and I held my mouth 
open to equalize the impact of the 
next salvo on my eardrums. 
A heavy bomb crashed through 
the tunnel roof a couple of hun- 
dred yards away and a wave of | 
cold air followed by dust swept 
over us. 
In the distance someone yelled 
for a doctor. The clamor for help

Explosions shook the concrete 
structure to its very foundation. 
By the crash you could tell several! 
bombs had pierced through the 
upper floor of the elevated railway 
station, 
“For heaven's sake, stop. it!” a 
woman screamed somewhere in 
the darkness. 
“Shut up with that,” broke in 
a rough man’s voice. A stir ran 
through the tightly packed people.

ground like a series of earth-| 
quakes. 
_ Finally there came a prolonged 
silence and we sat awaiting the | 
clear signal.

The all-clear finally came. Above 
in the railway station there were 
dead.

Bomb craters blocked the Belle- 
vue strasse and many buildings 
along it were burning, including 
the detested People’s Court across 
the street from the one-time 
American Consulate General.

Outside the court many Berlin- 
ers had stopped, Streams of oth- 
ers were rushing by with bundles 
and suitcases. Half suppressed 
taunts could be heard. The re- 
port spread that Dr. Roland 
Freisler, president of the court, 
had been killed. Apparently no- 
body regretted his death. He had 
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pronounced too many death sen- 
tences. 

Freisler was surprised by the 
alarm during a court session. He 
ordered the prisoners into a shel- 
ter, but was hit on the temple by 
a splinter as he was about to go 
down himself.

Each name listed in the vol- 
uminous index is followed by one 
Or more page references that refer 
to mention of that individual in 
the various sections.

Thus it is wholly possible that 
some of those listed may be fa- 
vorably discussed in the missing 
sections, or may simply have been 
the recipient of a telegram from 
some civic or labor group. For 
example, the name of Justice 
Robert H. Jackson is listed in the 
master index, which refers to page 
777 of Section 2; there it is learned 
that when he was Attorney Gen- 
eral he was sent a telegram by a 
group of citizens urging the re- 
lease of a jailed union leader, 

Other Justices listed include 
Hugo Black, Frank Murphy and 
Felix Frankfurter. Section 2 states 
that Black was a sponsor of the 
Council of Young Southerners, 
which, according to the Dies’ re- 
port, “has important interlocking 
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personnel with the important Com- 
munist-front organizations which 
attempt to attract youth.” 

Justice Murphy is listed because, 
it is said, he sent greetings to 
the biennial national conference of 
the International Labor Defense 
held in Washington on July 8-9, 
Murphy at the time was Attorney 
General. “The special committee 
on un-American activities,” the re- 
port asserts, “long ago found that 
the International Labor Defense 
was one of the most important of 
the many auxiliaries or fronts of 
the Communist party.” 

Roosevelt, Truman in Index, 
The index is not choosy in its 
scope, It reads in part like “Who's 


Who in America.” Among the 
government officials who “made” | 
the index are President Roosevelt, 
Vice President Harry S. Truman, 
Attorney General Francis Biddle 
(six references); Secretary of In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes (nine refer- 
ences); Secretary of Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau (only one ref- 
erence); Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson (three), and presiden- 
tial adviser Jonathan Daniels 
(two). 

Vice President Truman is in- 
dexed because last Aug. 14, ac- 
cording to page 679 of Section 2, 
he “wrote a letter of praise to the 
public relations director of. the 
Daily Worker.” In his letter, the 
report says darkly, “The Senator 
gave hig permission to the Com- 
munist newspaper to print his 
comment.” The comment is not 
given in the report. 

The index also includes scores 
of motion picture actors and ac- 
tresses, dozens of magazine writ- 


ers, mewspaper publishers and yes, | 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New| 
‘York, possibly because of his in-| 
dorsement of many New Deal so- 
cial] reform measures in his Cali- 
fornia campaign speech last Oc- 
tober. Many listed are known 
conservatives and Republicans. 
Ironically, it makes virtually no 
mention of the 29 alleged sedition- 
ists placed on trial by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, despite the fact 
that the years covered in the re- 
port were ones in which these 
defendants were most active in 
their alleged pro-Fascist activities. 
The notorious rabble-rouser Eliz- 
abeth Dilling of Chicago does not 
rate a single listing. Gerald L. K.| 
Smith, of similar stripe, is listed 
once, but Lilian Smith, author of 
the best-selling novel, “Strange 
Fruit,” rates no less than seven 
page references.

The maximum age limit for pupils in the public schools is increased from twenty to twenty-one years. No minimum 
age is provided. The former minimum was six years. This change makes public kindergartens possible, and 
affords an extension of education on the secondary level. 


Provision is made for adult education, and for area schools giving special training in trades and erafts and training 
for underprivileged or handicapped children. 


An important change in this article consists in the establishment of a bipartisan board of education composed of 
eight lay members appointed by the governor for overlapping terms, replacing the present ex-officio board.

The changes in this article should result in a more equitable distribution of taxes on property and give greater 
control to local units of government. The general property tax remains the principal source of revenue for local 
government, 


The most important change is a provision for the classification of property for tax purposes. Forty-three states 
now have such provisions. Under the new Constitution property will be classified.as real estate, tangible 
personal property, and intangible personal property. The last two classes may be divided into subclasses by the 
general assembly and different tax rates may be applied to each class. Intangibles will be taxed on the basis of 
yield not to exceed (8%) eight per cent, thereof. This tax will be levied and collected by the state, but the 
proceeds will be returned to the local units of government. This provision is in operation in several states, and 
is expected to increase the revenue from intangibles. 

The maximum limit on the general property tax rate for state purposes is reduced from fifteen io ten cents on 
the hundred dollars assessed valuation. The new maximum rate for school purposes in cities is one dollar, except 
in St. Louis where the maximum is eighty-nine cents. In all other school districts it is sixty-five cents. The maximum 
limit in all municipalities is one dollar. In counties whose assessed valuation is $300,000,000 or more, the maximum 
is thirty-five cents. In all other counties it is fifty cents. 


The voters in any unit of local government may by a two-thirds majority vote increase the rate, but the general 
assembly may place restrictions on such an increase. Special levies may be authorized by law for library, 
hospital, health, recreation, and museum purposes. 


In order to encourage reforestation and the rehabilitation of blighted areas, partial relief from taxes on new 
improvements may be granted by the general assembly for a period of twenty-five years. 


CORPORATIONS 


The new article on corporations reflects the present day business and economic conditions rather than those 
prevailing in 1875, The article has been substantially reduced in length by the omission of antiquated provisions, 
especially those regarding railways, which are now regulated by the inter-state commerce commission. 


; AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION 


Only three minor changes have been made in the amending process. One gives the delegates to a constitutional 
convention specific authority to use the legislative chambers and quarters in the State Capitol. Another specifically 
requires the secretary of state to place on the ballot, under the twenty-year rule, the question whether a 
convention shall be called to revise and amend the Constitution. The third provides that amendments proposed 
by the general assembly or through the initiative must be published, if possible, in two newspapers of different 
political faiths in each county before submission to the voters.

Sixteen retail markets, two 
_ wholesale poultry dealers, a drug 
store, a delicatessen and a con- 
fectionery were named by the 
Office of Price Administration 
here in suits filed today in United 
States District Court charging 
ceiling price violations.

HE American Republics began applying aims of the Crimea Con- 
ference today to the strategy for a hemispheric fight against 


gram proclaimed last night by United States Secretary of State 


Edward R. Stettinius and Ezequiel 


It embraces a battle to the death 
on Nazism and Fascism whenever 
and wherever théy may appear, 
support for an organized peace 
based on the Atlantic Charter, and 
a broad program to assure every 
man and nation an adequate liv- 
ing standard. 


Stettinius told the conference 
that the Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin 
meeting at Yalta had upheld At- 
lantic Charter ideals and that the 
United States was prepared “to 
make its full contribution” to 
make these principles effective. 


5-Point U. S. Program. 


He added that an essential aim 
in a five-point United States for- 
eign policy program was an At 
lantic Charter peace of “freedom 
from fear and want for all men.” 
He declared that President Roose- 
velt was firmly convinced that 
“the results of the Crimea Con- 
ference have greatly advanced the 
objectives of the United States for- 
eign policy.” 

Other points in United States 
foreign policy outlined by the Sec- 
retary of State included the “ear- 
liest possible” defeat of the Axis, 
measures to prevent Japan and 
Germany from future aggression; 
guarantees to the liberated peoples 
of Europe of their own govern- 
ment and sovereign rights; and 
creation of an international secur- 
ity organization to preserve the 
peace of the world. 

He gave warning that all na- 
tions must keep a constant watch 
“for the flight to this hemisphere 
of Nazi funds and Nazi under- 
ground *leaders who will seek to 
find a refuge here that can serve 
as a base for an ultimate come- 
back” of Nazi Germany. 


“The world,” Stettinius said, 
“may rest assured that the United 
States, in full agreement with our 
Allies, is inflexibly resolved upon 
whatever steps may be necessary 
to insure that neither Germany 
nor Japan will ever again have 
the military or industrial capacity 
to make war... .” 

Repeatedly emphasizing that 
from now on there are no longer 
“purely European problems of war 
and peace or American problems 
of war and peace,” Stettinius said 
the Big Three decisions will give 
strong expression to the objectives 
of the Atlantic Charter. He 
stressed that the United States is 
especial'y interested in the agree- 
ment for joint action to assure 
freedom of government and inde- 
pendence to the liberated and for- 
mer satellite nations of Europe. 


*U. S. Will Not Shirk.’ 


“The United States will not 
shirk its responsibilities in seeing 
to it, so far it is within our 
power, that this purpose is 
achieved,” Stettinius said. He told 
the conferees that he had dis- 
cussed the Crimea meeting with 
President Roosevelt about a week 
aco. 

“I reviewed the achievements of 
the Crimea Conference with the 
President of the United States 
when I met him again three days 
wang we had left the Crimea,” he 
said. 


He said one of the overall pur- 
poses of the Crimea Conference 
was to lay the groundwork for 
stopping war in the future” at the 
point, whatever point it may be 
on the surface of the earth, where 
War begins.” 


He declared that the same great 
objective must be before the meet- 
ing here and serve as a spur to 
the maintenance in peace of the 
same kind of unity which the 
hemisphere nations have had in 
war. 

Stettinius did not go into the 
Argentine problem which has oc- 
cupied much of the opening dis- 
cussions here. Nor did he do more 
With respect to Pan-American 
questions than sketch broadly the 
need for continued unity in this 
hemisphere in defense and politi- 
cal and economic matters. 


Postwar Economic Aid. 


He promised that the United 
States Government would use to 
the fullest its facilities, including 
the lending power of the Export- 
Import Bank, to promote “econom- 
ically sound industrial develop- 
ment and the modernization of ag- 
riculture” in the other hemisphere 
countries, 

He referred to but did not de- 
scribe the formula agreed on by 
the Big Three for settling the vot- 
ing controversy that had tied up

WELLES CRITICISES BAR

At the fifteenth anniversary 
dinner of the Pan American 
League, he spoke of evidences 
“of disintegration in the struc- 
ture of that inter-American 
system which had been 80 
steadily built up during the 
years before the second World 
War—years in which every 
other form of decent and right- 
eous international order was 
crumbling into ruin.” 

“How can the inter-Ameri-

“The refusal to grant recog- 
nition to a government which 
comes into power in an Ameri- 
can Republic constitutes un- 
questionably an _ interference 
in the domestic affairs of that 
country.” 


the assurance given by the Big 
Three in their formal communique 
when the conference broke up 
more than 10 days ago that the 
military decisions reached by them 
“will shorten the war and thus 
save the lives of tens of thousands 
of United Nations fighting men.” 


“The only hope that remains to 
the Nazi and the Japanese,” he 
continued, “is that the United Na- 
tions will now relax their efforts 
in the belief that tI® war is as 
good as over. It is thus more im- 
portant than ever before that we 
maintain and strengthen _ this 
active wartime collaboration of 
the American republics,” 


Padilla on Totalitarianism. 


Padilla hit strongly at the pos- 
sible growth of new totalitarian 
governments, terming them “a 
menace to all America.” He 
warned that, after the war, there 
likely will be a war of ideologies. 
On one side, he said, is the ideol- 
ogy of violence, which feeds on 
chaos and poverty and does not 
need incendiary pamphlets or 
speeches for its propaganda, 

Padilla made an eloquent plea 
for a comprehensive economic 
program for this continent, declar- 
ing “there is no excuse for the 
poverty of America.” 

“The war is the greatest social 
revolution of history,” he added. 
“We must realiz@ the dream of the 
humble man of the world.” 


Padilla expressed his support of 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposals, 
asserting that: “Peace is not all. 
Peace without justice does not 
merit its name.” 


“A regression to totalitarian- 
ism or Nazi-Fascism anywhere is 
a menace to America,” he said. 


Stettinius and Padilla spoke in 
the elegant Chamber of Deputies, 
crowded to the roof while Mex!- 
cans milled about outside listen- 
ing to the proceedings from loud- 
speakers, 


Support for Program. 


Considerable support for the 
program of organized peace out- 
lined by Stettinius and Padilla 
was taking form among the con- 
ference delegates. 

Colombia offered a_ proposal 
which in effect would set up a 
regional Dumbarton Oaks plan, 
with compulsory sanctions of the 
frontier of any American country 
was violated. The proposal pro- 
vides for joint diplomatic, eco- 
nomic, communications and mili- 
tary penalties against any country 
that threatens or actually breaks 
the peace of this hemisphere.

HERE are still Japs on the 
T taree islands of the Marianas 

chain g3t we have occupied 
for more than six months now. 

The estimate runs into several 
hundred. They hide in the hills 
and in caves, and come out at 
night to forage for food. Actually, 
many of their caves were so well 
stocked that they could go for 
months without getting too hun- 
gry: 

Our men don’t do anything 
about the Japs any more. Oh, 
troops in training for combat will 
go out on a Jap hunt now and 
then just for practice, and bring 
in a few. But they are no menace 
to us, and by and large we just 
ignore them. A half-dozen or so 
give up every day. 

The Japs don’t try to practice 
any sabotage on our stuff. It 
would take another Jap to figure 
out why. The Japanese are thor- 
oughly inconsistent in what they 
do, and very often illogical. They 
do the silliest things. 


Here are a few examples: One 
night some of our Seabees left a 
bulldozer and an earth-mover 
alongside the road up in the hills. 


During the night the Japs came 
down, They couldn’t hurt any- 
body, but they could have put that 
machinery out of commission for 
a while. Even with only a rock 
tley could have smashed the 
sparkplugs and ruined the carbu- 
retor. 

They didn’t do any of these 
things. They merely spent the 
night cutting palm fronds off 
nearby trees and laying them over 
the big machinery. Next morning 
when the Seabees arrived they 
found their precious equipment 
completely “hidden.” Isn't that 
cute?

N another island, there were 

many acts of sabotage the Japs 
could have committed. But all 
they ever did was to come down 
at night and move the wooden 
stakes the engineers had lined up 
for the next day’s construction of 
buildings!

There was a Jap prison enclo- 
sure nearby, and for weeks, peer- 
ing out of the bushes, he studied 
the treatment his fellow soldiers 
were getting, watched how they 
ate, watched to see if they were 
dwindling away from malnutri- 
tion. 

And then one day he came out 
and gave himself up. He said he 
had convinced himself they were 
being treated all right, so he was 
ready to surrender.

N the revision of the constitutional provisions on corporations and 
on amending the Constitution few changes were made, the revision 
of the Corporation article being principally the elimination of obso- 


The fact that in recent years the railroads have come to be a)- 


most exclusively within the jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce 


Commission and subject to Federal regulatory laws has removed the 
necessity of many state regulations, 


In general, the revamping of 
the Corporation sections has been 
a consolidation of sections in the 
interest of brevity and the clari- 
fication of language. 

The old provision which pro- 
hibited a Corporation from hold- 


ing title to real estate, except 
that actually used in carrying on 
the business, for more than six 
years has been changed to permit 
the holding for 10 vears or as 
much longer as the Legislature 
may permit by general law, 
any real estate acquired by a cor- 
poration in payment of debt or 
any real estate obtained in ex- 
change for it, 


Stockholders Liability. 


There also is a change in the 
section limiting the Hablility of in- 
dividual stockholders ‘to the 
amount of stock owned.” In the 
new Constitution this liability is 
limited to “the amount originally 
subscribed on such stock.” 


In the: subdivision on Banking, 
the old section making it a crime 
for. an officer or director of a 
bank to assent to the reception of 
deposits or the creation of debts 
after knowledge that the bank was 
in a failing condition, was elimi- 
nated from the new Constitution. 
The Legislature several years ago 
repealed the statute providing 
penalties. in such cases on the 
theory that any bank official who 
actually participated in any fraud- 
ulent transaction could be prose- 
cuted under other criminal] stat- 
utes, 


On the subject of amending the 
Constitution, the convention re- 
tained without important altera- 
tion the provisions of the old Con- 
stitution, which authorize the Leg- 
islature to submit amendments at 
any time, which authorize amend- 
ments through use of the Initia- 
tive and which provide for sub- 
mission to the voters each 20 
years of whether a convention 
Shall be held to revise the Consti- 
tution. 


Printing of Amendments. 


A slight change was made in the 
requirements as to publication of 
proposed amgndments to the Con- 
stitution. The old Constitution re- 
quired publication in one news- 
paper in each county in the state 
four times. This led to an ex- 
tensive patronage favoritism in 
the office of the Secretary of 
State, who selected the news-

WITH PATTON’S ARMY, 
Feb. 22 (Delayed). 
RIER is doomed, 
T Trier, one of the oldest cities 
in Germany and the largest 
German city yet to be approached 
by the Third Arfhy, today came 
within range of our guns. The 
choice for Trier from now on is 
surrender or annihilation. 

No one need be surprised if 
Trier is ours in a day or two or 
three. On the other hand, the Nazi 
high command may elect to sac- 
rifice Trier to delay the American 
march to the Rhine. In any event, 
Trier is doomed and can delay, 
but cannot halt, our parade to vic- 
tory.

Between Ickes and Lilienthal 


Secretary’s Move to 


‘Gobble Up’ Agency 


Runs Headon Into TVA Chief’s Philoso-

HE rising rumble makes it clear that a furious storm is about 
Te break around the revived program for a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority—that is, unless President Roosevelt brings peace between 
such clashing personalities as Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 


Ickes and TVA Director David E. 


Clouds so black presage a temp- 
est which may well equal the fury 
of the classic Jesse Jones-Henry 
Wallace feud. Crashing thunder 
and roaring wind and piercing 
lightning may well be expected. 

The grumpy Secretary of the In- 
terior has been accused of schem- 
ing to gobble up an MVA, Those 
who see him in a sinister aspect 
have described him as a “govern- 
mental kleptomaniac,” as one who 
grabs agencies and bureaus right 
and left merely to swell the great 
administrative power he already 
wields, 


Ickes’s Ire Aroused. 


That is not at all the way Ickes 
views it. Of course he wants 
MVA attached to the Interior De- 
partment if it is created, but only 
because he thinks it would be bet- 
ter administered there. The glow- 
ing praise he cheerfully bestows 
on TVA and Lilienthal as*its ac- 
tive head is limited to the Ten- 
nessee Valley. The Missouri Val- 
ley is something else, and Ickes 
sharply says Lilienthal should 
keep out of it. He hears ‘that 
Lilienthal has even talked to the 
President about getting the job 
of running MVA, and that plainly 
arouses Ickes’s ire. 


Ickes is a step ahead of his ene- 
mies in applying epithets to him- 
self. The story of his life he pub- 
lished under the title “Autobiog- 
raphy of a Curmudgeon.” In the 
first chapter, page two, he quoted 
the dictionary definition of cur- 
mudgeon—“An avaricious, grasp- 
ing fellow; a churl.” 

“IT am that—and more,” 
wrote, 

As he views himself he was far 
from grasping in the acquisition 
of the prize collection of boards, 
bureaus and agencies over which 
he holds administrative sway. 
Many were pushed on him against 


he 


his will, he told this reporter. 


Lilienthal. 


The President did the pushing. 

“When I protested that this or 
that board or agency did not be- 
long in my department,” he said, 
“the President’s answer was, ‘But 
you get the work out.’” 


Ickes is willing to take on more 
jobs if he thinks they are reason- 
ably related to his department, 
but not if they go far afield. For 
instance, he thinks the old Bi- 
tuminous Coal Commission and 
the Petroleum Administration for 
War really should not have been 
wished on him. 

He reminded this reporter that 
he once said to the President, 
“You put a lot of jobs on me that 
I don’t want, but the ones [I really 
want you don’t give me.” 


He Wanted REA, 


One agency that Ickes wanted 
and didn’t get was the Rural 
Electrification Administration. He 
thought that it should have been 
assigned to the Interior Depar- 
ment in 1939 when President 
Roosevelt attached it to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, He never 
knew just why he didn’t get it. 
He tried hard enough. And he 
still thinks it belongs in his de- 
partment, 


Now comes MVA and other re- 
gional authority proposals. Ever 
since the subject reached the 
lively stage last summer Ickes 
has had an eager eye on it. He 
has written letters to newspapers, 
including the Post-Dispatch, tell- 
ing why he thinks there should 
be a central power in Washing- 
ton to exercise supervision over

The sen- 
tence was later changed to life imprison- 
ment, then to five years. 

Pvt. Weber did not claim exemption 
as a conscientious objector. He was dra- 
matically calling attention to the injus- 
tice which prevails. His reason for in- 
subordinate behavior deserves more pub- 
licity than has been given. 

The convicted soldier wants the world 
to realize that the war makes multi- 
millionaires of some, while it makes 
corpses and cripples of others. He 
thought it unfair that young men’s lives 
should be subject to conscription, while 
the nation’s economic facilities produce 
unprecedented private profits for their 
owners. What honest believer in free- 
' dom and democracy can disagree? 

It is not for me to say what sentence 
should have been imposed upon Pvt. 
Weber. The officers who judged his 
case were confronted with a grave prob- 
lem. I should have considered it a most 
painful duty to have served as a mem- 
ber of the court. I do believe Pvt. Weber 
was a courageous soldier, who fought in 
his own way for the democracy and 
freedom which he was not sure could be 
guaranteed through the simple military 
Gefeat of the Nazis and the Japs. 

I hope Pvt. Weber will be released 
shortly after the close of the war. 
America tannot afford to allow him to 
rot in prison, because there is a short- 
age of men who are brave enough to 
make personal sacrifices for the sake 
of principles.

Stassen’s Views 


Comdr. Harold E. Stassen will put the problem 
of peace ahead of partisan considerations. For 
just that reason, he is one of the hopes of his 
party. 

As he approaches his thirty-eighth birthday, 
Stassen has a fine political and military career 
behind him, with greater promise ahead. Yet 
he is willing to disregard what some of his Re- 
publican colleagues may think, in accepting the 
assignment to the San Francisco United Nations 
conference. He says, “Republicans are apt to 
look upon it as a political liability. However, lI 
have not the least hesitation in accepting.” 

Stassen says he could not weigh politics with 
the hope of preventing another war. He adds 
that his own position on world affairs is well 
known. He has done his best to make it so. He 
stated his position two years ago, and it was 
published in the Post-Dispatch series, “What Are 
We Fighting For?” , 

At that time, Stassen declared: “We need a 
new and higher level of government to serve 
mankind.” He proposed a United Nations or- 
ganization with seven objectives: to set up 
temporary governments over the Axis countries, 
to maintain a “keep the peace” force, to provide 
a Bill of Rights and Court of Justice for man- 
kind, to administer the world’s key airways, to 
administer gateways to the seas, to increase 
world trade and to provide for literacy and 
health around the world. 

Stassen called for specific delegations and 
reservations of power among the nations, so as 
not-to destroy “domestic sovereignty.” He recog- 
nized that complete victory alone would permit 
real peace planning, so he urged extension of 
Jend-lease and warned against letting dissension 
arise among the Allies. He conceded that great 
obstacles stood in the way of his plan. But he 
felt that he ought to take a stand, and that was 
what he stood for. 

After three terms as Minnesota’s Governor, 
Stassen had enough experience to realize that 
his bold statement could be a “political liability.” 
But he didn’t say so. Instead, he asserted that 
“public opinion will insist that some method, 
other than war, must be found as the basis for 
relations between nations.” He said that “the 
people are ahead of their leaders.” 

Stassen was right. The G. O. P. should know 
that well enough, after four straight national 
election defeats. The people fear a Republican 
reincarnation of Lodges and Borahs. They fear 
to risk peace with leaders afraid of the world. 

Progressive Republicans appreciate this, for as 
Senator Aiken said yesterday, the G. O. P. needs 
a new bloc “to preserve what liberal element it 
has left in Congress.” Aiken charged that the 
Republicans had “driven most of the young peo- 
ple away from the party. . « « They think we 
are looking backward.” 

Comdr. Stassen is a young man who is close to 
the young men fighting the war. He does not 
look backward. That is why he is taking off his 
uniform to go to San Francisco. 

By overlooking the sentiment of some of his 
party leaders, he will serve: his country and his 
party—and maybe, if his party ever wakes, his 
own political fortunes. 
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Mr. Truman’s Error 


Vice President Truman, one may fairly con- 
clude, has erred badly in referring the Murray 
MVA bill to the Senate Commerce Committee, 

He erred on precedent, for all TVA legislation 
and a variety of other regional authority pro- 
posals, including Senator Murray’s 1944 "MVA 
bill, were referred to the Agriculture Committee. 
Thereby the Agriculture Committee acquired ex- 
perience with such matters. The Commerce 
Committee has no such experience. He passed 
over the expert for the inexperienced. 

There is something to be said, too, when 
jurisdiction is not entirely clear, for referring 
controversial bills to the committee most likely 
to give them an impartial hearing. Indeed, that 
is often done as a matter of courtesy, and Sen- 
ator Murray had requested that courtesy. As 
was made all too clear last year, powerful mem- 
bers of the Commerce Committee are not im- 
partial on this question. They are, rather, faith- 
fully representative of the Army Engineers and 
the. private power companies, neither of whom 
are happy about regional authorities. 

In the interests of fair play and constructive 
statesmanship, the Senate should therefore act 
favorably on Senator Murray's motion to change 
the committee assignment. And if the Senate 
does not? Then MVA will undergo another 
vexatious and unnecessary delay and attempted

emasculation. But, just as its scope is bigger 
than any box in the Senate's organization chart, 
the MVA idea is too big, too promising to be 
quietly buried. Such causes undergo setbacks, 
but they come forward again with greater energy 
than before. 


Trial in Mexico 

Entirely apart from his personal authority, 
Sumner Welles is probably correct in the view 
that the Mexico City inter-American conference 
is a serious test for a United States diplomacy 
with about two strikes called on it. 

In the first place, our Western Hemisphere 
policies have run all the way from high states- 
manship to a crass opportunism that has given 
comfort to the wrong people. In our complacent 
power, we have sometimes been a self-anointed 
missionary with no real wisdom to impart. A 
very few of the particulars were mentioned by a 
Peruvian in yesterday’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Second, as Mr. Welles points out, we’have con- 
ducted extremely important discussions with the 
other great powers without enough consideration 
for our weaker neighbors. Perhaps it was in- 
evitable that they could not be parties to the 
first conferences. But, Mr. Welles contends with 
seeming justice, we could at least have sought 
for and considered their views before offering 
ourselves as hemisphere spokesman. No proud 
nation, least of all the prideful South American 
nations, can wax enthusiastic about a represent- 
ative who expresses only his own notions of what 
is good for them. 

Therefore it is fervently to be hoped that our 
conduct at Mexico City is preparing a new 
understanding that will make the San Francisco 
conference truly representative of the hemi 
sphere. Mr. Welles implies that there {1s still 
time to repair relations by silencing our didactic 
tongue and giving a sympathetic ear. If we do 
not, the danger grows that Dumbarton Oaks will 
shelter only the great powers, while the smaller 
nations of Europe and America congregate in 
some grove of their own. 

This does not mean we need eat crow. The 
present difficult hemispheric frictions are by no 
means all of our making. But the role of leader- 
ship, Americans have liked to think, has always 
been ours. The question is whether anybody 
follows, and the answer seems to be up to us. 
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A Challenge by Kaufmann 


It was a stimulating challenge that Mayor 
Kaufmann threw to St. Louis before the 
Mortgage Bankers’ Association Wednesday night. 
We speak mournfully, he said, of the public debt 
burden on children unborn. But to date he has 
heard ‘no one ask whether tomorrow's child 
cannot be given so good a bargain that he will 
call himself blessed for his outlay. 

A world secure at peace is one such blessing. 
A decent job at a comfortable wage is another. 
The Mayor’s particular theme is a decent house 
to grow up in. Tens—perhaps hundreds—of 
thousands in St. Louis do not now have that 
blessing. Great tracts are noisome slums; great- 
er ones are on the ragged edge and going down. 
Of what virtue are fine parks and public build- 
ings when citizens lie down at night among rub- 
bish and vermin? 

St. Louis needs to excise cancerous blight and 
build anew. It can be done, the Mayor thinks, 
with private capital, happy in a moderate divi- 
dend return because there are greater returns in 
a cleaner, healthier, lower-operating-cost city. 

To give enterprise a chance, Mayor Kaufmann 
would modify the present haphazard system 
of tax assessment which hampers the improve- 
ment of depressed areas. That is a clear neces- 
sity. The question is whether it is enough. 

No conceivable degree of tax relief will alter 
the fact that the poorest people have never been 
able to pay the whole rent on decent housing. 
Construction and maintenance cost—have always 
cost—too much. Building labor has always 
thought more of high hourly rates and labor- 
wasting methods than of sustained employment 
and a good annual income, and materials sup- 
pliers have maintained excessive profit margins 
on the same damaging theory. 

It will be no light task to wean the construc- 
tion industry away from its fallacy. Weaned it 
must be, nevertheless, if we are to have really 
low-rent housing without public subsidy. It 
should be tried, and there is no place like home 
to start—which is another challenge. 
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Any day now, we expect to hear on the radio 
that the Russians have taken Ztilb, which will 
turn out to be “Blitz” spelled backward.

THE MISSOURI VALLEY

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 23. 


The man from California 
looked out the diner window at 
the bare winter landscape be- 
tween Kansas City and Omaha 
and shuddered. “Why,” he in- 
quired, “do people ever live in 
country like this?” At Omaha, 
the genial redcap who stowed 
our luggage aboard gave an un- 
solicited testimonial out of a 
sheer overflow of joyful emo- 
tion. “Take it season in and 
season out,” he volunteered, 
“and Nebraska’s the finest place 
in the world to live in.” Differ- 
ences of opinion settled this 
land of ours and made it great. 

After a few days of flat Kan- 
sas, the rolls and hillocks of 
Eastern Nebraska were refresh- 
ing. In a gray February after- 
noon, we came to Lincoln. Here 
are the regional headquarters 
of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, through whose magic eye 
we can look into Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, Montana, 
South Dakota and North Da- 
kota, and learn about the land. 


Bill Pate, chief of the Re- 
gional Soil Conservation Sur- 
veys, will show you. He lays an 
oriented finger on a map. He 
begins with a curved line drawn 
vertically, splitting North and 
South Dakota and Nebraska 
just about in the middle and 
Kansas at about its western 
third. This is roughly the 100th 
meridian, the boundary between 
humid country to the east and 
semi-arid and arid country to 
the west. 

Extending some 50 miles to 
east and west of this imaginary 


line is the Twilight Zone of the 
Missouri Valley. “Farther east, 
the climate is humid; the land 
is in the rich corn or wheat 
belt,” Pate explains. “Farther 
west, farming is a problem of 
water, and everybody knows it. 
But in this strip in between, 
particularly the southern part, 
a fine crop of corn can be raised 
some of the time, corn will be 
a failure most of the time—and 
everybody wants to raise corn. 
To make it worse, the Twilight 
Zone ig always moving—farther 
west in wet years, farther east 
in dry.” 

Pate breaks the great land 
masses up into major parts of 
the three grand divisions of 
arid, twilight and humid.

“One of the areas takes in 65 
million acres,” he says, his 
finger describing a crooked 
line taking in most of Eastern 
Montana, Northeastern Wyo- 
ming, Western South Dakota 
and Southwestern North Dako- 
ta. “This is the largest range 
area of the plains. Less than 
a fifth of it should ever be cul- 
tivated. Rain is slight and er- 
ratic, the soil is unsuitable for 
farming, and large acreages 
are badlands, irreclaimable.” 

In Southwestern and South- 
Central Wyoming is the Red 
Desert, used mostly, Pate says, 
for winter range. Southeast 
Wyoming and most of Eastern 
Colorado are a part of the 
Western high plains, much of 
which should be in grass—blue 
grama and some buffalo, 

Pate’s moving finger outlines 
15 million acres in Central Ne- 
braska and four million acres 
in Eastern Kansas, “The for- 


ranges in the valley—the sand- 
hills. The geologists say it is 
watered by the largest single 
supply of water in the valley, 
an underground lake contain- 
ing 20 times as much water as 
flows in the Missouri River in 
an entire year, This land never 
could be used for anything but 
grass, so it has never been bad- 
ly misused.” 
* * + 

He points to four million 
acres in Eastern Kansas—the 
Flint Hills, “Here many thou- 
sand head of Texas cattle are 
stopped en route to fatten for 
fall market on the blue stem 
grass.” 

The finger moves, 

“Here in the Eastern Dakotas 
and Southwest Minnesota is 
land good for small grains; 
some flax, some corn. Quite a 
bit of it hag very little drain- 
age, almost no streams. Still 
farther to the south is a strip 
centered by the Nebraska-Iowa 
line and extending into Kansas 
and Missduri—corn belt and 
livestock feeding country. In 
North Central and Northwest- 
ern Kansas, a large area of 
rolling, badly eroded land, 
where wheat is raised, but corn 
is hazardous; and in the South- 
Central part of Kansas, a level 
section, the best farmland in 
the State. In Southeast Kan- 
sas and Southwest Missouri, 
prairie, good for wheat, grain 
sorghums and corn, where still 
more land could be cleared.” 

Pate looks up and grins. 
“Now you know what it’s good 
for,” he says. “The next trick 
is to use it for what it’s good 
for.”

Antipathy Is Widespread 


Resentment against this kind of radio 
advertising has been widespread, but con- 
fined mostly to dark mutterings. The seri- 
ous offenders, it must be said also, are in 
the minority. If you enjoy a particular or- 
chestra, appreciate a certain newscaster’s 
delivery, you tune in anyhow and give the 
volume a vigorous down-push when the 
plugs strike, 

As an old crusader against middle com- 
mercials and all sponsor messages that go 
into clinical details, I've been following 
with pleasure the series of editorials di- 
rected against radio’s plug-uglies by the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. Sharpest barbs have 
been aimed at commercials that intrude 
their ugly heads in news programs, 

Even though the Post-Dispatch owns Sta- 
tion KSD, the NBC outlet in that city, the 
editorials have had much to say over ra- 
dio's failure to make a satisfactory rebuttal 
to their charges. 

“Silence is strange coming from an in- 
dustry where silence ig not golden,” ob- 
served a recent editorial. “. . Radio is 
free with advice about human ailments, but 
doubtful about its own.” 


This statement was made despite letters 


of indorsement from Ray C; Wakefield of 
the Federal Communications Commission, 
and an important advertising executive, 
William C, D’Arcy. 


“If radio is to put first things first, cer- 
tainly broadcasters might agree that deliv- 
ery of the sublime or tragic news of war- 
time is a prime public service. Americans 
do not stand by their radios to learn of 
- « » Clogged nostrils and body odors. In 
a news broadcast, an objectionable plug is 
particularly obnoxious.” 


To this, Paul White, director of news 
broadcasts for CBS, replied, in a letter to 
the Post-Dispatch: “For almost 10 years we 
have not permitted news broadcasts—or any 
other broadcasts, for that matter—to be 
sponsored by objectionable advertisers.” 


Concerning the middle commercial, Mr. 
White says his network makes no objec- 
tion. Great care is taken to see that im- 
portant news is given before the Impor- 
tant Message from Our Sponsor. 


No’ Reply From NBC 


NBC, whose John W. Vandercook ig spon- 
sored by one of those stomach distress rem- 
edies complete with a pain in the middle, 
has made no formal reply. But a spokes- 
man for President Niles Trammell said that 
the network favored ahy advertising meth- 
od “that will improve our service to the 
listener.” 


Lowell Thomas and H. V. Kaltenborn, the 
network’s outstanding commentators, do 
not make the pause that distresses. Mr, 
Vandercook, who joined Raymond Gram 
Swing and Cesar Saerchinger in indorsing 
the Post-Dispatch crusade against plugs, is 
obliged to pause, Sponsor's orders, 

How long it will take radio stations, spon- 
sors and newscasters to effect a painless 
compromise, I don’t know. But it is my 
devout hope that something is done about

Lives of Four Great Scientists, 
Pioneers in South America

“South America Called Them,” by Victor Wolfgang 
von Hagen. (Alfred Knopf, New York.) 

South America in 1735 was as little 
known to the world at large as the moon. 
Then followed the explorers’ century, when 
men of science fought through the steam- 
ing, malarial jungles and over the rocky 
Cordilleras to lay bare the riches of the 
massive continent. 

This is the story of the explorer-natural- 
ists who dared the hazards of the unknown 
to achieve the peaceful conquest of an 
amazing new land, Four outstanding men 
—La Condamine, Humboldt, Darwin and 
Spruce—are singled out because they repre- 
sent four time-periods and four geograph- 
ical regions. “The St. Louis-born author 
has himself traveled on foot over much of 
the territory visited by the colorful young 
scientists of whom he writes with warmth 


and understanding.

Never had South America a more ardent 
champion than Charles La Condamine. In 
his notable descent of the mighty Amazon, 
‘he found rubber trees growing everywhere. 
He took to Europe chunks of the coagu- 
lated material, a product that wag to 
change the industry of the world, La Con- 
damine learned of rotenone and curare 
poison from the natives. He learned all he 
could of quinine. 

When the geographtr-naturalist died in 
1774, he unknowingly passed on his pioneer- 
ing to Alexander von Humboldt, then a boy 
of 5. Humboldt went to South America 
primarily to discover the meeting place of 
the Orinoco and Amazon rivers. It was @ 
major mystery. He traveled 40,000 miles, 
collected 60,000 plants and visited the 
United States, where he became a great 
favorite. In the opinion of Charles Darwin, 
his greatest spiritual protege, he was the 
greatest scientific traveler who ever lived. 

Long before Humboldt died, Darwin had 
taken up his work in South America. He 
studied the Fuegians and in Peru pondered 
the age of the towering Andes. But of all 
the wonders he had seen in his four years 
of exploration, the great tortoises of the 
desolate Galapagos Islands were the most 
enigmatic. In these huge reptiles he found 
the stimulus to ravel out the process of 
evolution.

Botanically speaking, Richard Spruce, 
fourth of Mr. Von Hagen’s young explorers, 
held the whole of the Amazon basin in the 
palm of his hand for 15 years, He traveled 
10,000 miles by river and his collection of 
30,000 specimens of plants made the Kew 
Gardens of England world renowned.

No one will imagine that the 
United States will long maintain a 
large army in Europe, or indeed 
much more than token forces com- 
posed of professiona] soldiers. The 
garrisons, and the striking forces 
held in readiness to enforce the 
terms, will surely have to be sup- 
plied by the European neighbors 
of Germany.

Moreover, the control of Ger- 
many will require a strict adminis- 
tration of the German frontiers, 
and for this there must be a will- 
ing and faithful participation by 
the neighboring states. Naturally, 
they will participate in making the 
policy which cannot be adminis- 
tered without them. 

This is but one illustration 
among many which might be ad- 
duced of how in practice the au- 
thority of the Big Three is certain 
to be shared and to become decen- 
tralized. What the less powerful 
nations are asking as a matter of 
principle and of right they will 
attain. The right principle is the 
only workable principle as we 
come into the era of pacification 
and. of reconstruction. 

If this were better understood, 


Provisional Security Council, and 
perhaps by providing that its con- 
stitution should be reconsidered 
at some agreed time in the future. 
This would go far to remove the 
suspicions and to meet the moral 
objections of our less powerful 
allies. 


Only Provisional Pact. 


It would also be the proof that 
we understand the principles of 
peace, and do not confuse them 
with the necessities of war, or the 
expedients which we shall have to 
adopt in the era of pacification 
which will come between the war 
and the peace. 

For then we shall be proclaim- 
ing the fundamental truth that as 
long as the world is divided into 
victors, vanquished and neutrals, 
the reign of peace has not begun. 
Arrangements, be they a Yalta 
conference, or the Security Coun- 
cil designed at Dumbarton Oaks, 
which fit the war and the pacifi- 
cation are not to be treated as the 
permanent institutions of a world 
at peace. They are de facto and 
provisional, and provided that all 
men think of them that way, they 
can serve a great practical pur- 
pose in inaugurating a true peace.

: |from war to its nearest economic 


equivalent in the field of conserva- 
tion; namely, regional develop- 
ment. But it must be regional de- 
velopment at its boldest. The pro- 
lgram must embrace entire areas, 
}usually the basins of great rivers 


and their tributaries; it must pro- | 


vide for full and unified develop- 
‘ment of all the resources within 
the region, and an ideal program 
would call for simultaneous attack 
upon all phases of the job.” 
“There is scarcely a facility of 
ours,” he wrote, referring to the 
Interior Department, “that is now 
| producing for war that could not | 
be put to use in such an under- 
taking.” 
| He then wrote of the vast bene- 
fits of full scale regional develop- 
'ment, an excellent argument for 
‘an MVA, but constantly related 
the undertaking to the utilization 
of the facilities of his department.

Amazingly little resistance so 
far but we're all afraid that the honeymoon 
will be over any minute now and that the Japs 
will really start fighting. But they don’t have 
a chance—not the slightest one, I'll write every 
chance I get. Take care of you for me, All 
my love. Henry.”

“JEANSTER darling: Back at the front 
again today. On our way up here last night 
we were walking past a large, impressive look- 
ing house.

“Everything for All Tastes—" 


6 USIC FOR MILLIONS,” which opened yesterday at 

Moorws is a picture so artfully contrived by its makers 

that atidiences will probably agree it has that impon- 
derable element called “everything for all tastes.” 

There's, primarily (to concentrate on the 
casting), Margaret O’Brien. At the age of 7, this 
brilliant little Miss Prim, already an emotion- 
wise mistress of the heartstrings (yours and 
yours and yours) adds considerably to her laurels 
as a little girl who's lost in Manhattan but winds 
up, after many adventures, as the darling of a 
great symphony orchestra, with the proverbial 
million friends. 

Just in case the appeal so far is topheavy 
in its emphasis on the women-and-children element in the audi- 
ence, there's Jimmy Durante, as one of the props of the sym- 
phony orchestra. The old schnozzola, who is surely, in all-time 
annals of the show world, “A thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever,” is there with his primary appeal to men and to the 
comedy-wise lowbrows of both sexes—the “bums,” as Jimmy 
himself would probably style his admirers, 

Third in the potent casting is Jose Iturbi, the suave and 
chubby pianist with the eyebrows who works like a stevedore 
at the job of qualifying for the title of “Hollywood's Ambas- 
sador No. One to the World of All the Outstanding Classical 
‘Composers, Including the Good, Bad, and Indifferent Ones, 
With Boogie-Woogie Thrown in Occasionally Just to Show 
Jose's a Good Fellow and Hollywood's a Tolerant Place.” 

The cast in support of these three shrewdly-placed box- 
office names includes June Allyson, Hugh Herbert, Marie Wil- 
son, Marsha Hunt, Harry Davenport, and Larry Adler. 

Threads of the story, like the casting, have been woven for 
all tastes. Genuine pathos and hocus-pocus are present in equal 
degrees. If the hocus-pocus gets a bit thick, the pathos will 
probably make up for it, or vice versa. 


Including Beauts in String Section 


An example of the hocus-pocus is Margaret wandering out 
from the wings onto the stage where the Manhattan Symphony 
Orchestra is sounding off, under the baton of Iturbi, in a 
classical work. The audience laughs. The orchestra players, 
most of whom are beautiful females (!), nudge one another. 
The jowls of Iturbi, when he realizes what's going on, jounce 
with anger. But then what happens? Things are explained to 
Iturbi, And he forgives all. About the same thing happens at 
the end of the picture. Margaret's sister (June Allyson), a 
player on leave of absence, has had a baby. “It's a boy,” 
Margaret, in the wings again, mugs with her lips to the or- 
chestra. The orchestra practically goes to pieces, this player 
wiping away a tear from beautiful eyes, that player smiling 
a happy smile with beautiful lips, etc. Iturbi’s jowls go through 
the same routine. Then he realizes what’s happening. “It’s a 
boy!” Galvanized into even greater energy because of this 
news, he brings the work to a close with a gusto that (accord- 
ing to script) only “It’s a boy!” could have inspired, 

An example of the pathos is a scene in the hospital between 
Margaret and Durante in which Margaret informs Durante it 
is not really, as he seems to think, a stork that brings the 
baby. “It is an angel,” she tells him. “And do you know why 
babies cry when they’re born?” she asks him. “Why?” he 
asks. “Because they are so sorry to leave the angel who has 
brought them from Heaven.” Durante, his Broadway wisdom 
forsaking him, gulps. It seems a real gulp, no ham stuff. 
“Your angel had orders to stay with you the rest of your life,” 
he tells her. It is a very nice scene, emotionally and drama- 


tically right. 


Who Did What—Why, Where, How? 


“MURDER, MY SWEET,” at the FOX, stars Dick Powell 
as a private detective who is hired by Mike Mazurki (known 
as “Moose”) to find the girl Moose left behind when he went 

to jail a number of years ago, Looking for this 
girl, Dick runs into a murder mystery in which, 
interestingly mixed up, are Miles Mander, as a 
rich man whose three treasures are his wife, his 
daughter, and his wealth; Claire Trevor, Man- 
der’s beautiful but none-too-faithful wife; Ann 
Shirley, Mander’s erratic but both beautiful and 
loyal daughter; Douglas Walton, a gentleman 
who may or may not be a gentleman; and Otto 
Kruger, who’s definitely not a gentleman, 

Moose almost strangles Powell time and again. Powell, in 
between beatings, makes love (it depends on which one’s closer 
at hand) to the Misses Trevor and Shirley. Kruger smiles and 
smiles and plots and does bloody things, and in the end gets 
well killed-off himself. Walton. is killed, too, but it wouldn't 
be fair to say by whom. Also killed, but again it wouldn't be 
fair to say by whom, and for what reasons, is Miss Trevor. 

This picture, as you all probably know by now, marks 
Powell's debut as a tough guy. He does a fairly good job of 
the assignment, and will probably get tougher, to good cine- 
matic effect, as time goes on. The picture, from a book by 
Raymond Chandler, has a bit too much dialogue, in the opinion 
of this reviewer, the dialogue often taking the place of action. 
Technical effects, such a8 Powell “passing out,” are handled 
brilliantly. Better come in at the beginning if you're going. 


An All-Time Great, and the Others 


“FOR WHOM THE BELL TOLLS,” one of the best films 
of all time for a number of reasons, is back in town again, 
having opened a run at popular prices at the AMBASSADOR. 

The picture, in Technicolor, stars Gary Cooper 
and Ingrid Bergman in a story of the war in 
Spain during the thirties between, on the one 
side, the elected Spanish Government and most 
of the people, and, on the other side, the forces 
of Franco, Hitler, and Mussolini. 
Supporting the stars are Akim Tamiroff, 
Joseph Calleia, Katina Paxinou, and others, in a 
number of characterizations each of which, as 
was said when the picture was reviewed at its 
original release here, is magnificent enough to rate rave reviews 
of its own.

MHE modern can of soup is 
T reaiy a boon to today’s home- 

maker, Its high quality is ap- 
proved by even the most dis- 
criminating cooks, not to say any- 
thing about its wonderful con- 
venience and economy. These 
soups play more than one role 
in the drama of cooking. They 
will be rated delicious if just 
heated and served, but it won't 
be insulting to add a dash of this 
or that and develop your own 
variation. Canned soups may 
also be used as amplifiers and 
improvers of many casserole 
dishes. Today’s casserole de- 
pends on cream of mushroom 
soup to supply the sauce and the 
mushroom flavor, and to blend 
together the carrots and celery. 
This soup is not only quick and 
easy to use for a mushroom 
sauce, but is a very economical 
means of adding the delightful 
mushroom elegance to everyday 
dishes. 

Carrot-Celery Casserole. 

Six carrots, six outer stalks 
celery, one cup boiling water, one- 
half teaspoon salt, 10%-ounce can 
cream of mushoom soup, one-half 
cup milk, one tablespoon minced 
onion, one cup cracker crumbs, 
two tablespoons melted butter. 
Cut cleaned carrots into slices or 
cubes and dice the celery. Add 
the water and salt and cook for 
seven minutes, or until just done. 
Do not drain. Add the soup, milk 
and onion, mix, heat thoroughly, 
and pour into a greased five-cup 
casserole, Combine crumbs and 
butter and sprinkle overtop. Bake 
at 350 degrees Fahrenheit for 20 
minutes. Four servings. 

BREAKFAST: Orange juice, 
poached eggs, frizzled ham, toast. 

LUNCHEON: Cream of corn 
soup, toasted cheese sandwiches, 
sliced peaches, vanilla wafers. 

DINNER Pan-fried liver, 
American fried potatoes, carrot- 
celery casserole, radishes, 
rolls, banbury tarts. 

Banbury Tarts. 

The leftover pastry from pie is 
easily converted into these tasty 
and filling little triangles of cheer. 
Sift one cup all-purpose flour 
twice with one-half teaspoon salt. 
Cut one-third cup shortening into 
flour with a pastry blender, or 
with two knives. Add one-fourth 
cup ice water (about) gradually, 
mixing lightly with fork. Add just 
enough water to bind ingredients, 
or until mixture is dampened. 
Gather into a hall. Chill in re- 
frigerator for one-half hour. When 
ready to roll, divide dough into 
two portions. Shape into a thick 
disk and roll out into a square 
about one-eighth inch thick. Cut 
to form four squares of pastry of 
equal size. Roll other half of pas- 
try in same manner. Put two 
tablespoons of filling on each 
piece, fold over diagonally to form 
a triangle. Moisten edges and 
crimp together lightly, Make sev- 
eral small gashes or a design in 
top of each tart, Bake on a cookie 
sheet at 400 degrees for 15 to 25 
minutes, or until lighty browned. 
To make filling combine one-half 
cup sugar, two tablespoons flour. 
dash salt and one-half teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and mix well 
Add one-fourth cup lemon juice 
and one cup raisins, plumped and 
mix. 

Serve each child three cups of 
milk to drink and each adult one 
cup, in addition to that used in 
today’s menu.

IT’S HARD TO BELIEVE

dispute has arisen in class as to 
the origin of the term “buzzard” 
for the large carrion-eating bird. 


Answer: The word is from the 
French busard, “a bird of prey 
related to the falcon.” The word 
stems in the Latin buteo, “a spar- 
row-hawk.” 

It is a surprising fact that the 
carrion-eating bird commonly 
called “buzzard” or “turkey buz- 
zard” is not a buzzard at all. A 
buzzard is of the hawk family, and 
is a bird of prey, his food being 
small mammals, young birds, in- 
sects, etc. 

The so-called “buzzard” is prop- 
erly a vulture of the genus Ca- 
thartes, a Latin word meaning, “a 
cleanser,” since the value of the 
vulture lies in its activities as a 
scavenger. , 


How Did It Start? 
Q. How did margarine get its 


name, and is the “g” hard, or like 
464999 


A. Margarine is a French word 
meaning, “a mother-of-pearl col- 
ored extract.from certain animal 
fats.” It comes from the Greek 
margaron, “a pearl.” 

Many persons, Greek scholars 
especially, object strongly to the 
radio pronunciation “MAHR-juh- 
rin,” pointing out that “g” before 
“a” (except in the word gaol) is 
always hard, 

However, American and British 
dictionaries now give complete 
sanction to the “j” sound in mar- 
garine—some actually list it as 
first choice, 

Note carefully: There are two 
spellings: “margarine” and “mar- 
garin.” The first is preferred as 
the name of the butter substitute, 
The latter, margarin, is more prop- 
erly a chemical term for the fatty 
substance from which the butter 
substittue is sometimes com- 
pounded. 

Margarin has but the one pro- 
nunciation: MAHR-guh-rin, 

Margarine is either: MAHR-juh- 
reen or : MAHR-guh-reen (third 
syllable is not “rin” to rhyme with 
“sin.” Make it rhyme with “seen.”)

Miss Gildersleeve's activities in 
international affairs stems back to 
1916, six years after she was ap- 
pointed dean of Barnard at the 
age of 33. It was then she became 
a member of the League to En- 
force Peace, a forerunner of the 
League of Nations, 

When the latter organization 
was formed, the Barnard dean be- 
came one of its most ardent advo- 
cates, suffering bitter disappoint- 
ment when the League was re- 
nounced by Congress. As late as 
1930 she was lecturing on the ad- 
vantages of American participa- 
tion in the organization and she 
still takes grim satisfaction in re- 
minding interviewers that if the 
nation had followed Barnard in 


advocating the league, the war 
may never have started. 

With other American and Eng- 
lish women, she was one of the 
founders of the International Fed- 
eration of University Women of 
which she twice was elected presi- 
dent. In connection with this or- 
ganization she used to travel to 
Europe every summer to attend 
and preside at meetings in Paris, 
London, Krakow, Stockholm, 
Vienna, Oslo and other cities of 
the 30 federations belonging to the 
organization, 

When asked why the organiza- 
tion was founded she said: 

“After the last war some of us 
got together and asked, ‘What can 
we do to help prevent this from 
ever happening again?’ For 
years we were conscious of the 
race between education and catas-

South's bidfling, at any rate was 
good, After North had shown the 
strength to respond at the two 
level, there was no sense in South's 
“fooling around” with other suits 
—no-trump was the logical des- 
tination, and since South had four 
and one-half honor-tricks with 
minor cards to boot, he was fully 
justified in jumping to three no- 
trump. 

South’s play, however, was 
something’ else again! West 
opened his fourth highest heart, 
dummy ducked, and _ declarer 
smugly captured the nine with 
the ten. He then led a club, but 
of course East held up the ace, 
and after that dummy was as dead 
as a door nail, South came out 
with only seven tricks two 
spades, two hearts, two diamonds 
and one club, 

It required no imagination to 
foresee that the club ace would 
be held up and thus declarer’s 
only reasonable chance of cashing 
in the bulk of the cluo suit was to 
make an entry of the heart queen. 
Without clubs, it was pretty ob- 
vious that nine tricks could not 
be hoped for, and thus the fact 
that the heart king might le over 
the queen should have been given 
scant attention. The logical first 
play was the heart ace, so that 
South would retain two low hearts 
for later leads toward the queen. 
Then, whether or not East held 
up the club ace, the defense would 
have been up against a stone wall,
